SUBJECT: News Letter 


We are sorry that we have channeled so little information to the field in the 
past autumn months but you can probably guess that our principal activity here 
in the VFV office has been the writing of final reports and making preparations 
for closing the office on January 30. I am confident that this has aiso con- 
sumed much of your time in the State offices for we have had little correspon- 
dence from most of you. For this reason we know of few of the developments 
which may influence youth program activities during the coming year. Some of 
the information we have may be of interest to you. ! 


W. J. Weaver, New York's VFV Supervisor, writes that "the future of the whole 
program in New York is uncertain," but acds that "a reouest has been made by 
the Department of Agriculture and Varkets for an amount in its budget to carry 
on during 1942 the major part of the costs (of the Farm Cadet program) that were 
Derneveuring 1947." The ‘outcome » he says, will depend on the 1948 Legislature. 


In Vermont, VFV Supefvisor Martha Buttrick is still hopeful that some means of 
continuing the live-in program there may be worked out. Interest has been 
expressed in various ouarters indicating that she mav get cooperation from both 
the State of Vermont and several source-of-recruitine States. 


You will be interested to know that ”.0, Stark, VV Supervisor in Kansas, has 
accepted the task of heading up the farm labor prorram for the Kansas—State 
Employment Service and will have headquarters in Topeka. 


Leaving the association with those of you who have worked with such earnestness 
and such enthusiasm in the VFV program is truly an occasion of regret for me. I 
feel that we have accomplished much in supplving farmers with labor and assuring 
them that they could go ahead and produce when American food was the most essen- 
tial material for both war and peace, I feel too that we have put the modern 
educational maxim of work experience for boys and girls into practice and have 
made it work. This program we have been able to point out with pride to educa- 
tors. And many of you know even better than I what our work has done for the 
boys and girls themselves. 


There is a great deal more that I could say in retrospect. Knowing and working 
with you who have done the jobs in the States is one of my most pleasant
